And 
there can be no recess, without 
agreement on the part of the house. 
So Mr. Longworth, in effect, says— 
"we will not agree to recess unless 
the senate now agrees to vote on 
the tariff bill—and by that we mean 
the conference report—on some cer- 
tain day before the December ses- 
sion begins." 


DIFFER ON RECESS 


There are senate leaders who want 


no recess at all and who think the 
senate should stay in session and 
•work on the tariff bill right through 
the summer. Some of the senators 
have discovered that it isn't so hot 
in Washington after.-all,in/the sum 
mer months' and that other sessions 
of congress have stood the supposec 
ordeal and enacted some of the fin- 
est legislation the country has ever 
had.

SHEBOYGAN REGION 


SWEPT BY FLAMES 


Several Factories Are Hit 


and Dozen Houses Are Set 
Ablaze 


Sheboygan—WP)—A fire, believed 


started from an explosion at the 
American Hide and Leather com- 
pany, early this afternoon swept over 
several factories on the river front 
and set at least a dozen 
houses 


aflame on the east side of town. 


The first evidence of the fire was 


a black cloud of smoke that arose 
over the American Hide and Leather 
company at 1 o'clock p. m. Flames 
broke out immediately and soon the 
fire had'spread to the adjoining- fac- 
tories of the Gutch Brewery plant, 
the Sheboygan Dairy Producers com- 
pany and the Garton Toy company. 


The fire swept through the fac- 


tories as though they were made of 
tirder, burning- up several 
freight 


cars that stood on a railroad sidin 
and sending several electric 
light 


poles crashing to the groun^. Broken 
high tension wires made difficult the 
work of fighting the flames. 


One fireman, Nock 
Froh, was 


badly scalded in some unknown man 
ner when he entered one of the build- 
ii.gs. 


A keen wind swept sparks over 


the entire east end of tho city and 
soon a number of homes were afire. 
Hundreds of people could be seen on 
roofs, attempting to choke the sparks 
before any serious damage resulted. 


'While 
hundreds of 
volunteers 


rushed to the fire area, a 
call 


brought fire departments from Mani- 
towoc, Port "Washington and Sheboy- 
gan Falls. A tug owned by the Peter 
Reiss Coal company steamed up the 
river and played streams of water 
on the flames. 


The cause of the fire was unknown. 


At 2:15 p. m., it was still spread- 
ing.

of an old scar on the right side of 
his chest and Is now draining, his 
general 
condition remains 
good. 


Though the king will need to remain 
in bed his majesty will be able to 
transact public business."

CHAPTER ^16 


Offences Against Public Policy, Safety, Morals and Peace 


- DOG REGULATIONS 


Section 16:01. Dogs Not to Bun at Large: It shall be unlawful for dogs to run 


at large on the public streets, alleys, publi^ grounds or parks within the City of 
Appleton during the months of May, June, July and August of ea6h year. 
A dog 


shall not be considered running at large when "it is accompanied by its owner, a 
member of the owner's family, or an employee of its owner. 


Section 16:02. Dog Officer to be appointed: The Mayor shall appoint and the 


Common Council shall confirm'the appointment of some person to be known as the 
Dog Officer. 
He shall hold his office during the pleasure ol the Mayor by whom 


he may be,,-summarily discharged, with or without cause. 
, 
Section 16:03. Duties trf Bog Offiqerr ft~"5hail~bF the duty of the Dog Officer 


rto catch, take and impound-every dog fdund or known to be running at large with- 
-in thr€ity-or^ppletorclufing"f&e months of Hay, June, July and August. It shall 
be Ms duty to catch, take and impound every dog found or known to be running at 
large at anytime within the year when said dog has not been duly licensed. The 
Dog Officer is hereby given the same powers as a special policeman and for the pur- 
pose of catching, tailing and impounding any dogs he shall have the right to pursue 
them upon the premises of the owner or elsewhere. Each and every dog caught and 
taken by him shall be forthwith conveyed to the dog pound and there safely kept 
for a period of 72 hours from the time of its capture, unless sooner released as 
hereinafter provided^ every dog so apprehended shall be kept at the dog pound for 
a period of^at least 72 hours and if not reclaimed within that time, by the owner, 
shall be disposed of-.- All dogs, remaining in the pound after 72 hours from the time 
of their capture shall be forthwith killed by the Dog Officer. 
If the Dog Officer 


ascertains the owner o*f the dog impounded, it shall be his duty to notify said owner 
that he holds the dog. 


Section £6:04.' Reclaiming Dogs Impounded: Any person whose dog has been 


impounded may secure its release by exhibiting and surrendering to the Dog Of- 
ficer a receipt of the City Treasurer on account of the dog fund, and demanding 
the rettmrof his dog and proving to the Dog Officer his ownership of the dog 
claimed. In addition to the other requirements herein set forth, any person reclaim- 
ing a dog from the pound, shall pay to the Dog Officer the sum of One Dollar to- 
gether with 25c for each day said dog is impounded. 


Section 16:05. Fees of the Dog Officer: The Dog Officer shall be entitled to 


receive from the City of Appleton, payable out of the general funds of the city, Two 
Dollars for each dog killed, by him pursuant to these regulations. ' All dogs im-- 
pounded shall be fed and all dogs killed shall be buried at1 the expense of the I>og 
Officer. He shall submit with his voucher a description of each dog killed, the day 
on which it was apprehended and where, the day on which it was killed and the dis- 
position made of the carcass. 


Section 16:06. Dogs Must be Licensed: It shall be unlawful and is hereby pro- 


hibited for any person residing within the limits of the city to keep any dog with- 
out first having secured a license therefore in accordance with the provisions of the 
Statutes of Wisconsin relating to the licensing of dogs. The keeping of any un- 
licensed dogs shall be a continuous offense and additional prosecution may be had 
and taken hereunder for each and every day such offense shall continue. Any per- 
son" shall be deemed the owner or keeper of a dog who harbors said dog or permits 
the same to be about his premises. 


Section 16:07. _ Dogs Must Wear Number: The owner or keeper of any dog li- 


censed as herein provided shall cause such dog to wear around his neck a collar dis- 
tinctly marked with the registered number of said dog. 


Section 16:08. Wrongful Removal of License Number: Any person who shall 


wrongfully remove the collar, license number or muzzle from or shall wrongfully 
kill, maim, entice or carry away any dog licensed as herein provided shall upon con- 
viction thereof be punished by a fine of not less than Ten Dollars and not more 
than One Hundred Dollars ^and in default thereof shall be confined in the County 
Jail not less than five days and not more than thirty days. 


Section 16:09. Vicious Dogs: It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly 


keep or harbor a ficjous dog within the City~ of Appleton and the word vicious as 
used'in this section shall be construed as meaning a dog that may suddenly assault 
a person or his property ^vhile he is peacefully Balking or riding on the public 
streets o* while lawfully on the premises of the owner or keeper of such dogs. 


Section 16:10. Mayor May Order Dogs Confined: Whenever the safety of the 


public shall require it. the Mayor, by notice published in the official paper of the 
city, shall order that for a period of twenty days from and after the date of the 
notice, no dogs shall be permitted to go abroad in any of the streets, lanes, alleys, 
or public places in the City of Appleton, without being properly muzzled with a 
secure muzzle or being lead by a chain or other secure fattening, and the owner 
and keeper of any dog or dogs who shall permit the same to go abroad contrary to 
the provisions of this section shall be fined not less than Twenty-five Dollars *nor ' 
more than One Hundred Dollar^, for each such offense. 


Section 16.11 . City to Furnish Dog Pound: It shall be the duty of the City 


Street Department to provide an adequate dog pound. Said pound'shall be main- 
tained at the expense of the city. 
Any other equipment, conveyances, or materials 


necessary in the proper conduct of tho Dog Officer's duties shslj'be provided by and 


* at the expense of the Dog Officer, himself. 


Section 16:12. Any person who shall violata any of the provisions of this Chapter 


of tho Ordinance for which a penalty is not herein provided for, shall suffer and pay 
a penalty of not less than One Dollar nor more than Fifty Dollars, together with 
the costs of prosecution, for each effen&e.

Special training for crippled -'children- 
began as :a charitable enterprise, -and 
it was not until Minnesota passed ,:a- 
law providing for this kind o£/-tra'-inifig- 
at state .expense, in 1907, that .people 
began to realize that the public at 
large owed the crippled child a definite 
responsibility. 
Tihe crippled child needs sympathy 
and medical -treatment, of course ; but 
above all" he needs training that will 
enable him to surmount his handicap 
and make his own way in the world. 
It is highly encouraging to note that 
this is being done on a large scale.

The sinking of the steamship Vestris 


in the Atlantic last winter, with its 
tragic loss of life, was more or le'ss a 
,rnystery-at the time. Many things wet;e 
found to have been wrong,.many sus- 
picions, ,were aroused,.-but the Amer- 
ican inquiry never developed a clear, 
convincing explanation of -the disaster. 
The^British Board of Trade, going into 
the disaster more slowly and carefully, 
and possessing more authority than 
the American inquisitors had, has re- 
vealed the truth at last. - It is quite

.^simple. The Vestris was overloaded, 
a<nd she was not in the bes't of repair. 
.-;Sp much-freight was ipiled into her 
that she was incapableyqf.safe,naviga- 
tion-in a storm. She .rode so low and 
rolled so helplessly that she began to 
list, and then the water.poured in until 
she went down. Worse, still, the ship's 
record was-falsified so. that the over- 
load .would not be shown. - 


The owners paid sadly: for that folly 


and deception. The public ^aid for it. 
And the question now arises, "Is there 
any more of such overloading going 
on,-in ships patronized by Americans? 
England,-where the vessel was regis- 
tered, 'has;j:egulati6ns for. such inspec- 
tion as would prevent an overload. 
The United States has none. A federal 
law covering the subject goes into ef- 
fect in September next-year. 
Many 


feel that the American navigation laws 
need immediate revision. 


" TOO MA>IY STATIONS 


A radio-editor rises to remark that 


the broadcasting;stations in this coun- 
-try"have 'gone "power crazy." This;"he 
believes, is the principal trouble with 
radio. No one with a good receiving set 
needs to be told that there is trouble. 
Radio reception i.s still disappointing, 
.although a little improved. There is a 
great deal of interference. Many sta- 
tions are blanketed over large areas. 
It is doubtful whether the average ra- 
dio fan can hear- as many stations now 
as he could two years ago.

little more-than local, in spite of in- 
creased power. 


" There are too many stations, no 
doubt. There is "dead wood" in the 
broadcasting game which ought to be- 
removed.

stations drown> out little ones and in- 
terfere with each other. 
The more 


power the broadcasters use, the great- 
er-web of interference is spread over 
the country. 


It may not be true, as is suggested, 


that it. would be better if 1,000 watts 
were made the limit again. But some- 
thjng will have to be done .if radio is 
not to fall short of its possibilities and 
lose its popularity.

ALWAYS SANATORY 


The annual spring tousecleaning

Did not the best 
people "spit on the • floor in the days 
before the popular discovery of the 
germ "theory" — as charlatans call 
it, and did not some households in- 
stall • spittoons at strategic points in 
order to save the ..housekeeper the 
job of. doiffg~.it .all ever again, once 
the place. had'been cleaned up? 


-Many'- municipalities t6day; "stage 


ah . aiinual "clean-up." Nothing ob- 
jectionable: about that, only I _-. wish 
some. one.-would kindly explain why 
the health department 'should have 
charge of the municipal houseclean- 
ing-. This is a great, mystery that de- 
fies solution 
. Lots of folk, intelligent enough 
about ordinary matters but quite ig- 
norant of physiology, hearth, 
hy- 


giene, still believe that disease, gerrhs 
lurk iu. refuse heaps, 
snowbanks, 


street puddles, dust, and the- like: 
some people vaguely imagine that 
disease gei-ms "breed" or arise from 
such unsightly sources.. Of ..course 
this is nonsense. The only possible 
excuse for pii'.ting the 
"clean-.up" 


under the htftith department's super- 
vision is the Eact that the remov- 
al of such refuse or rubbish from the 
premises lessens the number of-plac- 
es where flies, mosquitoes,,;.rats and 
other vermin may breed,, and these 
animate things do carry disease. But 
in view of the total lack of interest- 
in uncovered manure heaps and gar- 
bage dumps and the like, on the 
part of the municipal health depart- 
ment thruout the year, this-is-.aifee-; 
ble argument for' the practice"-of 
conducting, a cleaning up onccv a 
year, under health department 
pices. The ordinary housekeeper to- 
day would lie ashamed to let 
the 


neighbors know she cleans up but 
onc.e a year. 
Municipal houseclean- 


ing is ^ar, far -behind the progr_.=s 
of the time. 
, In cities where this annual spring 
house cleaning is still approved prac- 
tice, one generally finds some queer 
"sanitary regulations" in force. One 
is the comical "fumigation" of rooms' 
or premises after certain kinds of in- 
fectious illness." Another is the prohi- 
bition of the sale of second hand 
mattresses and certain other 
bed- 


ding; yet no restriction is imposed on 
the sale of second hand upholstered 
furniture, which, of course, is quite 
as harmless as is second hand bed- 
ding. Still another humorous sani- 
tary regulation in many benighted 
burgs is a rule that demands the in- 
stallation of a vent thru the roof 
from any bathroom or similar place 
in the building; this is presumably to 
carry off any 
"sewer 
gas" 
that 


might menace the health of occu- 
pants. Of course no health authority 
imagine? "sower gns" cver_docs nr.y 
harm, but never mind about that: 
the plumhing- inspector will got you 
if you don't install the pipe as pre- 
scribed by tho regulation. 


Our whole system ot public health 


administration or control 
in 
this 


country is a terrible reflection on 
the intelligence of the people. A good 
big share of our sanitary efforts are 
not sanatory at all. Indeed, the fuss 
and bustle we create with our funny 
antics tends to take attention away 
from the real sources of danger, and 
that leads to neglect.
